A Final Office Action was issued in connection with above-identified application 
on June 17, 2003. On August 13, 2003, applicants timely filed an Amendment in 
Response to the June 17, 2003 Final Office Action within two months of the mailing date 
of the Final Office Action. On September 25, 2003, an Advisory Action was issued 
indicating that applicants' August 13, 2003 proposed amendments will not be entered 
because they raise new issues that would require further consideration by the Examiner. 
Applicants herewith petition for a one month extension of time in which to file a Request 
for Continued Examination under 37 C.F.R. §1.114.
